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Foreign Students Give First Impressions 
Of America at Sepulveda PTA Meeting

Various first impressions of America and highlights of their trip to the United 
States were presented before the Scpulveda PTA group on Thursday evening, May 
16, by Christa Volkman and Carl Hoybe, foreign exchange students.

Since 1947, 769 students from Europe, Pakistan and the Philippines have been 
sponsored by the American <*———————————————————————————————————————
Field service to this country.

"It was surprising to find that 
a car is a necessity over here in 
this country," Christa,, of Vien­ 
na, Austria, commented. In 
Europe, a car is not necessary. 
Most of the people cannot afford 
one. Walking is the accepted 
mode of transportation and only 
the rich people have cars," she 
taid.

In comparing European 
schools to ours, Christa men­ 
tioned that there are no co­ 
education schools and school is
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attended six days a week. In 
the high schools there are no 
written tests. Most of the grad­ 
ing is judged from oral tests.

When asked what impressed 
her most about America, Chris­ 
ta replied, "the American parti­ 
cipation in the preservation of 
democracy In this country Is 
outstanding. In Austria there 
is state control of activities and 
parents do not participate as 

in group activities as 
they do in America. We do, 
however, have H democratic 
form of government."

Christa, who is interested in 
writing, would like to pursue a 
career as a journalist when she 
Is through school.

"Out of 1000 or 1500 students 
who apply for an American 

Service scholarship in 
Denmark, only 65 Danish stu­ 
dents are chosen for this honor," 
Carl of Copenhagen, Denmark, 
commented in his speech.

Students are carefully 
screened with scholastic stand­ 
ing, sports participation and 
home life considered Important 
qualifications for this scholar­ 
ship.

"Ability to adjust well to sit­ 
uations and a student's person­ 
ality are considered equally 
important in choosing them for 
H scholarship," stated Carl, who 
has been elected captain of the 
tennis team at North Torrance 
high school.

Carl related highlights of his 
trip on the small boat bringing 
foreign exchange students and 
becoming lost, in bustling New 
York while on a tour of "two 
blocks" of the city with a Danish 
friend.

"It was like coming Into a 
fiew world," Carl said, when the 
students stepped off the plane at
the Los Angeles Airport. "Meet­

ing our new families who were 
taking us into our homes lor 
the year was interesting."

Carl's most outstanding im 
pression of America, he staged 
was "the high standard of living 
in this country."

Mrs. Frank Laine, publicity 
chairman for the American 
Field Service chapter in Tor- 
rancc, mentioned that the pur 
posp of the foreign exchange 
student program "is to further- 
world poacp." The American 
Field Service raises $fi50 to send 
one student to America for a 
year.

Christa and Carl will be sent 
on a two-week bus tour of the 
United States, staying in pri 
vate homes along the way, be 
fore embarking lor Europe this 
summer.
